HIGHWAY POLICE 
SCORE VICTORY 
OVER BANDITS 


D uring the past six months the 
territory of Melrose Park and sur­ 
rounding country have been sub­ 
ject to scores of burglaries, stick ­ 
ups and even bank robberies, sup­ 
posed lo have been committed by 
a certain gang of whom no trace 
could be discerned. The robbery of 
a road house, the Shady Cottage, 
Feb. 6, when both the proprietor 
and his wife Mr. and Mrs. George 
Hibbard were shot, 
Mr. Hibbard 
being removed to the 
Oak Park 
hospital iii a serious condition, was 
also laid to this gang. 
This aroused the ire of Lieut. L. 
J. Laird of the Highway Police in 
whose district most of the crimes 
had been committed and who de­ 
cided that definite action was nec­ 
essary. 
Ile had a conference with 
Chief LeRoy Davidson of the coun­ 
ty highway police, and men were 
. 
put on the trail to work up all I Trio 
was changed 
clues possible. 
Chief 
Davidson ! to I* cb. I*.— 8:15 p 
w as given a 
tip by a party to 
whom the m arauders were k nown, 
disclosing to him a place where the 
gang was lik ely to hand around. 
Accordingly the chief 
called in 
two of his lieutenants, Laird of 
Hie E ast Maine station and Wolf 
of the southwest station and tak ­ 
ing personal charge 
set out in 
pursuit of their prey. Touring the 
community for several hours their 
vigilance was rewarded by sight 
of a gang answering the descrip­ 
tions of the men 
they were in 
search of. 
The gang entered the soft drink 
parlor of Rock y L arry in Melrose 
Park , where the officers also bent 
their steps and a t the chief’s order 
the crimnals to surrender and 
place themselves under arrest was 
greeted by a pistol shot. 
More ; 
shots were fired but no one hurt 
and the battle royal ended when 
tile police succeeded in capturing 
their men all residents of Melrose 
P ark , whose names are: Jack and 
Oliver Carnel], 
colored 
and the 
confessed ring leaders of the gang, 
Joe Marino and F rank de Grazio, 
all of whom were 
tak en to the 
E a st Maine police station, w'here 
a fte r a severe grilling they con­ 
fessed to more 
than 50 thefts, 
which included the robberies of the 
Thornton and Frank lin Park bank s 
in January and over § 18,000.00 was 
tak en from the two bank s. 
Mrs. 
Hibbard identified the gang as the 
ones who shot 
her husband and 
herself. 
They also confessed robbing a 
place k nown as Mother K rueger’s 
on Lak e Street and Manheim Rd., 
where $4.00 was tak en and Mrs. 
Joo.M ik utis the proprietor’s wife, 
wits shot though not seriously. A n­ 
other road house they had held up 
wats the Airdome, where $250 was 
tak en. The police captured anoth­ 
er member of the gang Monday 
night, Jam es Willers also of Mel­ 
rose Park and there are four oth­ 
ers still at large. 
This is the second heroic deed 
accomplished by the highway po­ 
lice in two week s and which shows 
the efficiency of same, where last 
burglars were 
caught' 
who had 
stolen $20,000 worth of rugs. Lieu­ 
tenant Laird called up a number of 
bank s which had been held up re­ 
cently to see if these men could be 
identified by them . 
This highway police departm ent, 
which has become a necessity to 
tile peace and safety of the public 
was created by Sheriff Hoffman 
a few‘years ago to protect citizens 
from reck less drivers and dangers 
on the highways. 
But they have 
found it necessary to stretch their 
bounds and protect the homes by 
running down criminals who m en­ 
ace the lives of all. 
These two 
im portant captures 
show the necessity 
of having a 
larger police force in this depart­ 
ment and it is 
hoped that the 
county board will 
realize, from 
w hat this departm ent 
has done, 
w hat it means foe the safeguard­ 
ing not only of citizens in the var­ 
ious rural communities but also 
the town and city folk s wrho travel 
tile highways at all hours of the 
night, and that they may come to 
the conclusion 
that the highway 
police deparinont should be enlarg­ 
ed by the addition of at least 50 
or OO more men.

health director,

ev ery precau tion ag ainst ex posing 
infants and v ery y ou rn* children to

General 
epidemic 
conditions are 
likely to dev elop 
du ring the nex t few months, as 
measles u su ally increases steadily 
in prev alence u ntil May , 
and the 
disease frequ ently 
prov es seriou s 
and ev en fatal to v ery y ou ng ba­ 
bies. 
“While 
practically 
ev ery body 
g ets measles at some time du ring 
life,” said Dr. Rawling s, “y ou ng ­ 
sters who g et it after fiv e are 
mu ch more apt to g et rid of it 
su ccessfu lly than the little tots of 
fewer su mmers. 
Du ring the last 
sev en y ears, for ex ample, meas­ 
les cau sed a total of 2120 deaths 
in Illinois and 18 7 8 of these, or 
7 8 per cent, occu rred among chil­ 
dren less than fiv e y ears old iii 
spite of the fact that abou t one- 
half of all 
reported cases are 
among older g rou ps. Fu rthermore, 
it is fou nd that 1310 or 54 per cent 
of the 2420 deaths occu rred among 
children less than two y ears old. 
The percentag es of the total mea­ 
sles fatalities that occu rred among 
the two, three and fou r y ear old 
g rou ps were 12. 8 and 4 respect­ 
iv ely . This shows clearly that the 
y ou ng er the child the more seri­ 
ou s is measles.

how easily Hie car rolls. 
If the 
driver finds difficu lty in rolling it 
he may be positive tha t the en­ 
gine ex periences the same trou ble 
and that this constant ex tra ef­ 
fort cou nts for a large part of the 
gasoline waste. 
Before deciding that the diffi­ 
cu lty in rolling the car is owing 
to lack of 
su fficient lu brication, 
however, it is 
advisable to su s­ 
pect the brakes of dragging and 
the tires of 
being u nderinflated. 
Either cau se will produ ce the e f­ 
fect of lack of lu brication and will 
waste ju st as mu ch of the power 
of the engine as lack of lu brica­ 
tion. 
lf the tires do not test the 
requ ired 
pressu re, inflate 
them 
and try rolling the car again, 
lf 
it still does not roll easily sec 
how far the car will coast on the 
level after reaching a speed of 25 
miles an hou r, 
lf the car fails to 
coast the length of a eitv block it 
is in need of grease or the brakes 
drag. 
To settle the dou bt 
the 
brake adju stm ent shou ld be tu rned 
back a notch or two to loosen the 
bands, and the coasting test shou ld 
be repeated. 
If the car rolls bet­ 
ter the driver may be su re that 
the brakes drag. Discovery of drag 
ging brakes or lagging tires, how­ 
ever, shou ld not be constru ed as 
a conclu sion that the lu brication 
of the car is perfect. 
A tou r of 
the chassis with a grease gu n will 
u ndou btedly reveal many hu ngry 
bearings anil gears. 


While tile grease gu n is in ac­ 
tion the 
motorist will 
find it 
worth while* to remove the cover 
plate from the engine valve tap­ 
pets and lu bricate the valve stems 
with engine oil. 
Sticking valves are among the 
headliners in gasoline wastage arni 
particu larly so 
in a “big six ,” 
eight, or twelve cylinder motor. 
When a valve fails to act proper­ 
ly in a fou r cylinder motor or a 
“ light six ,” the missing cylinder 
can 
be promptly detected, 
bu t 
where motors iiave a -su rplu s of 
power, as in the case of the mu lti- 
cylinder motors, the trou ble is no­ 
ticed only by a loss of power on 
hills or a slight “bu cking” at low 
speeds, u nless the trou ble happens 
to be a sticking intake .valve, bu t 
this trou ble is not nearly so com­ 
mon as the ex hau st valve variety. 


Like power losses and gasoline 
w astage at the engine proper, tile 
wastage owing to u nwise u se of 
the power at hand is cu mu lative. 
The simplest act in driving a car 
is to shu t off the ignition; yet few 
drivers make 
the effort ex cept 
when they nave finished driving. 
It is more economical to shu t off 
the ignition and u se the starter 
I requ ently. 
’Ibis disinclination on 
the part of motorists to shu t off 
the ignition no dou bt harkens back 
to the days when hand cranking 
the motor was a real job. 
Toe improper u se of the choke 
also resu lts in gasoline wastage, 
hu t the gasoline wasted in dis­ 
charging and taking on passengers 
is equ ally as great as that wasted 
by ex cessive u se of the carbu retor 
choke, becau se, whereas it may be 
necessary to u se the choke only a 
few times a day in moderate wea­ 
ther, the car makes a dozen or 
more stops for passengers or for 
the convenience of the driver him­ 
self. Coasting u p to the cu rb when 
parking where traffic is not con­ 
gested is a positive way of con­ 
serving power and saving gasoline. 
Most drivers leave the engine ru n­ 
ning for several minu tes after ev­ 
eryone has alighted. 
This is only 
ex ercising the motor u nnecessar­ 
ily; and, like racing throu gh the 
gears, this practice spells waste. 
Gasoline is also wasted by tho m o ­ 
torist who u ses his brakes instead 
of his gas throttle. 
It is an edu ­ 
cation in hu man natu re to see how 
many motorists will speed u p to 
twenty five miles an hou r when 
they know well enou gh that they 
will have to slam on the brakes at 
the nex t street crossing. 
These 
.are invariably the sorts of drivers 
who are always complaining be­ 
cau se they can’t find ou t why tile 
car doesn't give better mileage. 
The mileage a car will give to 
a gallon of gas is not so limited 
to the size of the engine as some 
motorists believe. 
Mu ch depends 
u pon the ability of the driver to 
make u se of the power the motor 
delivers and 
the momentu m the 
car itself acqu ires when in motion. 
Every qu arter 
mile 
tile driver 
coasts and every second his mo­ 
tor is shu t off when not needed, is 
ju st pu tting his 
gas mileage so 
mu ch nearer the higher m ark a t 
which he is aiming.

Measles Hard on Infants; 
Report About IOO Daily 


W ith measles three times more 
prevalent in Illinois than it was a 
month ago and new carses being re­ 
ported at the 
rate of about IOO 
daily, Dr. Oi.aac D. Rawlings, state 
health director, 
issued today a 
warning advising parents, to use 
every precaution against exposing 
infants and very yourn? children to 
this 
disease. 
General 
epidemic 
conditions are 
likely to develop 
during the next few months, as 
measles usually increases steadily 
in prevalence until May, 
and the 
disease frequently 
proves serious 
and even fatal to very young ba­ 
bies. 
“ While 
practically 
everybody 
gets measles a t some time during 
life,” said Dr. Rawlings, “young­ 
sters who get it after five are 
much more apt to get rid of it 
successfully than the little tots of 
fewer summers. 
During the last 
seven years, for example, meas­ 
les caused a total of 2420 deaths 
in Illinois and 1878 of these, or 
78 per cent, occurred among chil­ 
dren less than five years old in 
spite of the fact that about one- 
half of all 
reported cases are 
among older groups. Furthermore, 
it is found that 1310 or 54 per cent 
of the 2420 deaths occurred among 
children less than two years old. 
The percentages of the total mea­ 
sles fatalities that occurred among 
the two, three and four year old 
groups were 12, 8 and 4 respect­ 
ively. This shows clearly that the 
younger the child the more seri­ 
ous is measles. 
“Measles is far from being a 
minor childhood infection. 
During 
the last seven years this disease 
caused nearly as many deaths in 
Illinois as did typhoid fever. 
It 
caused more* deaths than did scar­ 
let fever and smallpox combined 
ami three 
fourths us 
many as 
whooping cough 
N ot, only that 
but measles may be followed by 
serious complimations if 
the pa­ 
tient is not properly cared for. T u­ 
berculosis not infrequently follows 
measles and even pneumonia may 
attack a patient 
whose physical 
strength has 
ween 
depleted by 
m easles. 
“Altogether, even 
though it is 
extremely difficult to escape an a t­ 
tack throughout an average life­ 
time, measles is a disease not to 
he regarded lightly. Prevalence of 
the measles, which is now nearly 
three times what it was a month 
ago, is likely to increase steadily 
until May, if it runs true to form. 
The parent who wilfully exposes a 
young child to it with the thought 
of having done with the disease is 
on a par with the one who would 
throw a baby into a pool on the 
theory that he may as well learn 
to swim at once, obviating the ne­ 
cessity'of learning later.”

The 
original seals on the coffin of A lex­ 
ander I w ere still intact, but when 
it w as opened there w as nothing 
in it but a few lum ps of lead.

Scientific Sta nd a rd 
The theory of the m etric sy stem 
is that a m eter is one-ten-millionth 
p art of the distance from the p ole 


I to the equator, which is a quad- 
! rant, or one quarter of the earth ’s 
circumference. The idea of a seien- 
| title standard of m easures had been 
Suggested as early as the Sev en­ 
teenth century , p articularly by the 
French astronom er, Jeun Picard, 
I who liv ed from 1620 to 1682. The 
! suggestion took p ractical shap e in 
I TI hi, when the national assembly 
1 of France ap p ointed a comm ittee 
to consider the question. The com­ 
mittee rep orted 
in fav or of tile 
standard 
being 
the 
one-ten-mil- 
lio uth p art of a quadrant o f the 
earth’s circum ference. 
A commis­ 
sion was then ap p ointed to m easure 
the quadrant. 
In 179 9 a rep ort on 
tile length of the m eter was made. 
in the same y ear 
the 
assembly 
p assed a law bringing in the new 
sy stem of m easures, 
the 
use o f 
which became comp ulsory through­ 
o u t France in 
1801. 
Subsequent 
m easurem ents 
of 
the 
quadrant 
p rov ed th at the m eter had been 
ma de too small, so th at it is now 
defined as the length of a certain 
bar of iridio-p latinum which is p re­ 
serv ed in the bureau des archiv es 
in Paris.

Obligation and Right 
Constitute Legal Tie 
An obligation iii law is defined 
as “a legitl lit* that binds us to 
another, either to give him some­ 
thing, or to do or abstain irom do­ 
ing some act.” 
For instance, an 
agreement 
or 
contract 
of 
sale 
creates a legal tie between two par­ 
ties, the seller being obliged to de­ 
liver the thing sold and warrant it, 
and the buyer being obliged to pay 
the price. 
In ordinary use obliga­ 
tion has a different meaning from 
right. 
A person i*s obliged to do 
that which he can he compelled by 
law to do, but a right commonly 
means something that one can eesn- 
pel others to do. 
For instance, it 
would not he correct to say rim1 a 
landowner has a right l<> build half 
the line fence. 
Ile is obliged--un­ 
der legal obligation— to build half 
of such fence, ami he has the right 
to compel the adjoining owner to 
fulfill his obligation and hullo the 
other half. 
Generally speaking, ob­ 
ligation and right are the opposite 
ends of the legal tit*, the obligation 
of one party being the right of the 
other.

how easily the car rolls. 
If the 
driver finds difficulty in rolling it 
he may be positive that the en­ 
gine experiences tire same trouble 
and that this constant extra e f­ 
fort counts for a large part of the 
gasoline waste. 


Before deciding that the diffi­ 
culty in rolling the car is owing 
to lack of 
sufficient lubrication, 
however, it is 
advisable to sus­ 
pect the brakes of dragging and 
the tires of 
being underinflated. 
Either cause will produce the e f ­ 
fect of lack of lubrication and will 
waste just as much of the power 
of the engine as lack of lubrica­ 
tion. 
lf the tires do not test the 
required 
pressure, inflate 
them 
and try rolling the car again, 
lf 
it still does not roll easily see 
how far the car will coast on the 
level after reaching a speed of 25 
miles an hour, 
lf the car fails to 
coast the length of a city block it 
is in need of gr ease or the brakes 
(hag. 
To settle the doubt 
the 
brake adjustment should he turned 
back a notch or two to loosen the 
bands, and the coasting test should 
he repeated. 
If the car rolls bet­ 
ter the driver may be sure that 
the brakes drag. Discovery of drag 
ging brakes or lagging tires, how­ 
ever, should not be construed as 
a conclusion that the lubrication 
of the ear is perfect. 
A tour of 
the chassis with a grease gun will 
undoubtedly reveal many hungry 
bearings and gears. 


While the grease gun is in ac­ 
tion the 
motorist will 
find it 
worth while to remove the cover 
plate from the engine valve tap­ 
pets and lubricate the valve stem s 
with engine oil. 


Sticking valves are among the 
headliners in gasoline wastage and 
particularly so 
in a “big six,” 
eight, or twelve cylinder motor. 
When a valve fails to act proper­ 
ly in a four cylinder motor or a 
“light six,” the missing cylinder 
can 
be promptly detected, 
but 
where motors [lave a •surplus of 
power, as iii the case of the multi- j 
cylinder motors, the trouble is no- | 
ticed only by a loss of power on j 
hills or a slight “bucking” at low ] 
speeds, unless the* trouble happens 
to be a .sticking intake .valve, but 
this trouble is not nearly so coin­ 
men as the exhaust valve variety 


Like power losses and gasoline 
wastage at the engine proper, the 
wastage owing to unwise use of 
the power at hand is cumulative. 
The simplest act iii driving a car 
is to shut off the ignition; yet few 
drivers make 
the effort except 
when they nave finished driving. 
It is more economical to shut off 
the ignition and use the starter 
frequently. 
This disinclination on 
the part of motorists to shut off 
the ignition no doubt harkens back 
to the days when hand cranking 
the motor w as a real job. 
Toe improper use of the choke 
also results in gasoline wastage, 
but the gasoline* wasted in dis­ 
charging and taking on passengers 
is equally as great as that wasted 
by excessive use of the carburetor 
choke, because, whereas it may be 
necessary to use the choke only a 
few times a day in moderate wea­ 
ther, the car makes a dozen or 
more stops for passengers or for 
the convenience of the driver him­ 
self. Coasting un to the curb when 
parking where traffic is not con­ 
gested is a positive way of con­ 
serving power and saving gasoline. 
Most drivers leave the engine run­ 
ning for several minutes after ev­ 
eryone has alighted. 
This is only 
exercising the motor unnecessar­ 
ily; and, like racing through the 
gears, this practice spells waste. 
Gasoline is also wasted by tho mo­ 
torist who uses his brakes instead 
of his gas throttle. 
It is an edu­ 
cation in human nature to see how 
many motorists will speed up to 
twenty five miles an hour when 
they know well enough that they 
will have to slam on the brakes at 
the next street crossing. 
These 
.are invariably the sorts of drivers 
who are always complaining be­ 
cause they can’t find out why the 
car doesn t give better mileage. 
The mileage a car will give to 
a gallon of gas is not so limited 
to the size of the engine as some 
motorists believe. 
Much depends 
upon the ability of the driver to 
make use of the power the motor 
delivers and

We can’t forget 
the case of 
Tony Bliss, of W estm ont. We have 
told you about this before, but we 
don’t w ant you to forget it either. 
He plead guilty the first time 
and received a fine of two hundred 
dollars and a jail sentence of sixty 
days. 
While serving this sentence ms 
wife and daughter 
continued to 
carry on his bootlegging business. 
Tony had no more returned to 
civil life when 
he was arrested 
the second 
tim e, on 
the same 
charge. 
His punishm ent had not punish­ 
ed. 
He was 
found guilty again, 
this lim e by a jury, returning a 
verdict of ‘‘guilty of m isdemeanor” 
which was legally impossible since 
th at is the name given to first of­ 
fense, and he had already served 
sentence for that. But. because of 
the fact th at Illinois is one of the 
four states in the 
union which 
gives the ju ry rho power of judge 
tho absurd verdict had to be ac­ 
cepted and the judge was power­ 
less to do more than impose the 
maximum penalty for misdemean­ 
or, which is one thousand dollars 
fine and six m onths in jail. 
Tony didn’t iike thisj so appeal­ 
ed his case to the higher courts 
and won a decision in his favor. 
But listen! 
While aw aiting this decision, he 
was arrested the 
third time for 
bootlegging at the same old stand, 
all inside of one year. To make a 
long story shorter, Tony is still at 
large.

Alchemist* of Middle 
Ages Not Charlatans 
“The alchemists of three or four 
centuries ago were the chemists of 
their day,” says Dr. E. E. Free, 
writing in the Forum. 
“They were 
honest, industrious, respected. 
It 
is always unwise to imagine that 
the great men of another age were 
either knaves or fools. 
We de­ 
fine gold, today, 
in 
a chemical 
fashion. We know' of certain chem­ 
ical tests to whieh the atom of no 
element except gold will respond. 
We apply these tests. 
If they fail 
we say that the substance before 
us Is not gold, no matter how gilt 
it may be nor how goid-like may be 
its properties. 
“This Is a new way to define 
gold. 
The alchemists had no ac­ 
quaintance with atoms nor were 
they much concerned with chem­ 
ical tests. When they wanted gold, 
what they wanted was something 
which would look like gold, would 
feel like gold, would behave like 
gold against the air and water and 
fire. 
Such tests constituted their 
definition of gold. 
If a metal met 
them, that was enough. 
“It is distinctly possible that a 
number 
of 
the 
alchemical 
pro- 
edures really did not produce just 
this—not gold as we define it, but 
something just as good; something 
that was gold as the alchemists de­ 
fined it. 
A number of them re­ 
tarded that they had made gold; 
they left directions for making It. 
Lither they were frightful liars or 
they had made something that suit­ 
ed them. 
And it is not very prob- 
ible that they 
were 
liars. 
We 
know how to make today a num­ 
ber of alloys that look enough like 
gold to be its twin. 
Even jewel- 
rs have been fooled by some of 
these alloys. 
Probably this Is just 
what a few' of our ancient fellow 
•bemists did and what they consid­ 
ered, rightly enough, to be a con­ 
siderable success.”
